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REMARKS 

Applicant has amended claims 1, 4 and 5 and also submitted herewith are new figures 9 
and 10. ^plicant re^ectfully submits that these amendments to the claims and the drawings axe 
si;9>ported by the application as origbally filed and do not contain any new matter. Accordingly, 
the Office Action will be discussed in temis of the drawings and claims as omeityA^ 

The Exaoainer has requested that Figs. 9 and 1 0 be designated prior art. By the substitute 
Figs. 9 and 10, AppHcant has d^ignated Fi^, 9 and 10 prior art. 

The Examiner has rejected claim 5 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. In view of the 
amendments to claim 5, Applicant respectfully submits that claim 5 now cortq>lies with 35 USC 
1 12, second paxagxaph. 

The Examiner has objected to claim 1 and pointed out a certain informality. Applicant 
has corrected this iixfomiality and respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw his objection- 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3 under 35 USC 102 as being anticipated by Yoshida, 
stating that Yoshida discloses a shock absorber comprising a nrulti-diameter stepped tube having 
different diameter integral tube portions formed by partially reducing or partially enlarging a 
Straight tiibe that can be plastically defomied, at least one stepped portion 5 formed between 
adjac^t edges of each different diainet^ tube portions, a mounting part 1 1 having a 
quadrilateral shape and a load transmisaon mexuber 6 fixed between the outer side surface of the 
larg^ diameter tube portion and the mounting part, 

lu reply thereto. Applicant has carefully reviewed Yoshida and respectfully submits that 
element 1 1 is merely a tube mounting seat of the vehicle frame 1 and is not a mountmg part in 
the sense of Applicant's invention (see coL 4, lines 16-18). Still further. Applicant respectjBiUy 
submits that element 6 is merely a mounting flange welded to the large outside diameter tube 
portion 3 with holes 10 through which bolts extend for mounting a shook absorber to the tube 
mounting seat 11 by means of bolts. Still further^ it appears that the mounting flange 6 extends 
aU the way around the larger diameter portion. 

In view of the above, therefore. Applicant respectfidly submits that Yoshida does not 
show each and every element of Applicant's invention and claims 1-3 are not anticipated 
thereby. 
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The Examiner has farther indicated that claims 4 and 5 confain allowable subject matter 
and coiuld be put m condition for allowance. In viw of the above amendiaesats, Applicant 
Tespectfiilly sobmits that claims 4 and 5 aie allowed. 

In view of the above, therefore, it is respectfully requested that this AxDi^a/ixnjoxA be 
entered, i&vorably considered and the case passed to issue.
